ORDINANCE DRAFT - 
UP ON FRIDAY

Measure Will Be Submitted 
to Commission — New E. 
St. Louis Station Depends 


on Project. 


Mayor Miller announced today 
that the plan worked out by city 
officials and officials of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, for use 
of the Municipal Bridge by the Ter- 
minal, and opening of Eads Bridge 
upper deck as a free highway had 
been approved by the executive 
committee of the Terminal’s board 
of directors. 

The ordinance draft will be sub- 
mitted to the Municipal Bridge 
Commission probably Friday, the 
Mayor said. The Bridge Commis- 
sion consists of the Mayor, Comp- 
troller, President of the Board of 
Aldermen, and a number of the 
Mayor's appointees. Its approval 
of the measure is expected, and it 
may be possible to introduce it in 
the Board of Aldermen at Friday 
afternoon's meeting. 

The ordinance draft has not been 
made public, but its chief provi- 
sions have become known through 
group discussions at City Hail, and 
through negotiations of President 
Henry Miller and Terminal offi- 


St. Louls. The Terminal’s plan for 
a new passenger station in East 
St. Louls, and extensive improve- 
ments there, is -contingent upon 
the plan for a new entrance to St. 
Louis over the Municipal Bridge. 

An indirect exohange of the uses 
of the railroad deck of Municipal 
Bridge, owned by the city, for the 
use of the upper deck of Eads 
Bridge, owned by the Terminal, 
will be provided by the ordinance. 
A plan for direct exchange of uses 
was proposed several years ago, 
and failed of acceptance by -the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Under the plan now agreed upon 
the Terminal will be liable to the 
city for réntals on the Municipal 
Bridge, on the basis of the amount 
of traffic it sends over the bridge, 
and the city will pay the Terminal 
a rental to compensate for the 
present tolls of Eads Bridge up- 
per .deck, some $250,000 'a year. 
The city will also repay to the 
Terminal the cost of the new ap- 
proaches to the Municipal Bridge. 
It is calculated that these counter- 
payments between the city and the 
Terminal Association will approxi- 
mately balance each other. 

While the upper deck of EKads 
Bridge would be made a free high- 
way for vehicles and pedestrians, 
the Terminal would retain the low- 
er deck and the Bighth street tun- 
nel, using this entrance for freight 
traffic only. It plans to route 
most passenger trains from the 
Fast through East St. Louis, and 
over the Municipal Bridge, instead 
of the present Merchants’ Bridge 
route. Some .passenger service 
over Merchants’ Bridge probably 
would continue. 

The Mayor said, in his announce- 
ment today, that Comptroller Nolte 
had approved the plan.

First to become suspicious of 
Obermeyer was Dierker, who pur- 
chased a deed of trust several 
tmonths ago to add to other deeds 
already bought from the real estate 
dealer. Purchased at a discount 


deeds seemed an attractive invest- 
ment.

It was then that G. Phil Hofman 
sent out the letter to Carten that 
finally resulted in Obermeyer’s ar- 
rest late yesterday at his home, 
4939 Northland avenue. 

Like a Member of the Family. 
‘Why, he was just like a mem- 
ber of the family,’’ Diorker said.

“When we called him in at first 
he promised us he was going to 
get $40.000 from a woman who 
was coming into an inheritance in 
Chicago on Nov. 15. He said he 
had helped her out a lot of times.” 

The Rev. Mr. Dorn, who has 
been a chiropractor since his 
church was destroyed, said: “I 
bought a $8500 deed from Ober. 
meyer. [t took all my savings. I! 
have knowrn him ever since be was 
a boy. He used to sing in the choir 
at my church. A few weeks ago. 
he borrowed $700 from me. He 
gave me a $500 bond, but took it 
away later and now T haven't even 
any security for the loan.”

Attorney Sigoloff, at his office 

in the Federal Commerce Trust 
Co., told the Post-Dispatch that 
the loan company he represents 
had purchased second deeds of 
trust amounting to $27,000 ftom 
Obermeyer at a discount of 10 per 
cent, or for $24,300. One of these 
was for $12,000, represented as be- 
ing on a piece of property owned 
by G. Phil Hofmann. 
“Obermeyer, who was in the rea! 
estate business, and to whom we 
looked for payment of the interest,’’ 
Sigoloff related, “recently became 
delinquent with some of the inter- 
est payments, whereupon we 
wrote the signers to remit interest 
payments direct to us instead of 
through Obermeyer. One of these 
was Hofmann, who informed us 
there was no second deed of trust 
against his place. We then investi- 
gated.some of the other deéds and 
when they were pronounced for- 
gerigs,; we sent for Obermeyer. 

“He was accompanied to our of- 
ficea last Saturday by his brother. 
George. 1 told him we had been 
informed the deeds he sold us were 
forged. 

“That is right,” he admitted. ‘TI 
did it.’ é 

“This ready admission asounded 
me,” Sigoloff continued, “and I de- 
manded to know why he did it and 
What he did with the: money. 

“*I robbed Peter to pay Paul,’ 
he replied. 

“He then pleaded for time, say- 
ing that in a week or 10 days -he 
would reimburse us. When I in- 
quired how he expected to do this, 
he replied: ‘I have stock.’ 

“But he would not tell what kind 
of stock, whether he had been 
gambling in the Stock Exchange or 
had oil stock. He was not clear 
on this point, but kept admitting 
he had deliberately perpetrated the 
forgeries.”’ 

“Obermeyer told me he lost 
more. than $65,000 in the Marigold 
Gardens deai,” Schroeder said. “He 
broke down and wept when he 
came to see me about two weeks 
ago and I gave him some more 
money, several hundred dollars, 
and he gave me another second 
deed of trust for it.” g 

Obermeyer’s mother, Mrs. Anton 
Lorenz of 8857 St. Louis avenue, 
whose purported signature appears 
on a $3300 deed held by Phil H. 
Hofmann, said she did not know 
that any deed had beén executed 
on her home. She sald she sus- 
pected Obermeyer “was not doing 
the right thing ever since he went 
into that Marigold Gardens deal.” 

When arrested by Detectives Al- 
bert Detert and George Nicholson. 
Obermeyer was hiding in his home 
where all the Blinds had been fow- 
ered and the telephone disconnect- 
ed. He came to the door in his 
shirt-sleeves, smoking a cigar, aft- 
er they had rung the front door 
bell without avail and had circled 
to the rear of the house to see him 
standing near a window which the 
blind did not completely cover.

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WOUNDED AND ALONE, 
WOODSMAN KILLS SELF 


Wyoming Game Patrolman’s

A note deciared he had slashed 
his arm while cutting a rope and 
gave directions for finding his 
pack. Beneath his body was a pis-

Had 
he not stopped to take the packs 
from his horses, he could have 
reached the lake shore camp, R. H.

The 
drums were draped with black as 
were those of other musica! units 
in the line of march. Black bands 
were around the caps of officers. 

As the casket was wheeled slow- 
ly out of thé White House, Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Hoover stood with 
bowed heads, 

The members of the Cabinet filed 
‘slowly out of the executive man- 
sion under the portico and formed 
a line through which the body. of 
their departed comrade passed. 
The army band was stationed on 
the north lawn, playing “Abide 
With Me” as the military guard 
strapped the casket on the caisson. 

The train. bearing the body left 
Washington at 3:15 p. m. for Cedar 
Rapids, Ia., where burial will take 
place at 11 a. m. Friday.

Robinson returned to the subject 
of the bank’s investment in Cuba. 
“What steps have you taken to 
liquidate your sugar interests in 
Cuba?” he asked. The witness 
said the bank would be willing to 
liquidate them, today, if it could 


| get their “fair worth,” which would 


be considerably in excess of $25,- 
000,000. ' 
“Isn’t it true that you don’ iIn- 
tend to liquidate them at ali?” 
asked Robinson. “That is not cor- 
rect,” replied Rentschler. 

Wants to See wawyer First. 
Robinson asked for a. financial 
statement of the Genera! Sugar Co. 
After some hesitation, the witness 
said he would like to advise with 
counsel about the request. He said 
he didn’t consider the statement 
germane to the subject of lobbying 
before Congress. 

“When will you furnish the 
statement?’’ demanded Robinson. 
Rentschier said he would consult 
with counsel.

JUDGE ONE OF 16 INDICTED 
IN LIQUOR LAW CONSPIRACY

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 20.—A 
Federal grand jury today indicted 
Judge John A. Berkey of Somer- 
set County on charges of conspir- 
acy to vjolate the national! prohi- 
bition laws.

Besides confessing they intended 
to rob the agency, Jones admitted, 
according to police, that he, Pack- 
ineau and a third man who escaped 


-| had -committed 15 holdups within 


two weeks, obtaining about $1000. 
including $229 stolen at the Bo- 
hannon automobile rental agency, 
Twelfth boulevard and Locust 
street. Jones admitted serving a 
prison term for interstate transpor- 
tation of a stolen automobile and 
two reformatory terms for bur- 
glary. while Packinéau admitted 
one reformatory sentence for a 
holdup. 

Jones was tried first, and for 
the Bohannon robbery. He was 
identified at the trial yesterday 
by two employes of the rental 
agency, Car] Harness and George 
Harris, as one of the two men who 
robbed the place.

Two of the men pointed revolvers 
at Brinkman and took $700 from a 
drawer in the teller’s cage. ‘They 
then’ ordered him to open the safe. 
Brinkman was manipulating the 
lock of the safe when Mrs. Agnes 
Kosark, passing the bank, peered 
through the window. 

Epo cages Flee From Bank. 

“Let's go. let’s go,” 
one robber as Mrs. Taunt toanetee 
away from the bank. Without stop- 
Ping to obtain the $600 contained 
in the vault, the robbers ran out 
and drove in the direction of Union.

A $50 bill placed 
in the bottom of the box was cov- 
ered with matches, he said. 

Teaff testified that Tom Fuz- 
zell, also serving a sentence in a 
liquor case, had paid him $19 at 
regular intervals: Half of the 
money, he said, he gave to Pike. 
Yancey also bought him a suit of 
clothes, Teaff said. Teaff said he 
thought the money was part of 
Fuzzell’s contribution to Mayor 
Thomas H. Gideon's campaign 
‘fund. When events aroused his 
suspicions, he spoke to Pike, say- 
ing he was going to tell the Mayor, 
according to his story.
